THE  TON-YING  COLLECTION 


MR.  C.  F.  YAU,  the  president  of  Ton-Ying  &  Company,  who 
has  given  his  personal  attention  and  judgment  to  gathering 
and  assembling  this  collection,  is  intimately  known  to  the  great 
collectors  of  this  country.  That  he  is  not  so  widely  known  to  the 
general  American  public  is  due  to  modesty  of  temperament  and  a 
scholarly  devotion  to  the  ancient  art  of  his  Celestial  country.  He  is 
at  home  anywhere,  in  France  as  in  England  or  America.  He  travels 
widely  in  China,  and  speaks  and  understands  nearly  all  of  the  almost 
innumerable  dialects  of  that  diversified  land. 

This  collection  has  some  fine  and  interesting  objects,  and  its  ex- 
hibition is  the  first  time  in  some  years  that  I  have  seen  so  sound  a 
collection  at  the  hands  of  a  merchant  and  exposed  to  public  competi- 
tion. To  the  late  Charles  L.  Freer  Mr:  Yau  brought  examples  of 
Chinese  art,  not  in  "case  lots"  but  one  at  a  time — the  best  that  had 
come  under  his  intelligent  scrutiny.  Therefore  it  is  that  they  are  now 
to  be  seen  by  the  nation  at  their  beautiful  home  in  Washington.  Mr. 
Yau  continues  his  search. 

The  snuff  bottles  and  the  carved  jades  in  the  present  collection 
are  of  remarkable  beauty.  There  are  three  vases  of  compressed  golden 
amber  exquisitely  carved  during  the  reign  of  Ch'ien-lung  of  propor- 
tions not  often  found.  Blue  tourmaline  and  rose  quartz  add  variety 
to  the  carvings  in  hard  stones.  A  large  and  intricate  pagoda  of  fci- 
ts'ui  jade  is  of  unusual  interest  in  its  emerald  and  vaporous  beauty. 
More  massive  are  the  jade  imperial  seals  of  the  Sung  dynasty,  and 
there  are  ancient  jade  symbols  used  in  the  ritual  worship. 

There  are  porcelains  in  monochrome,  in  blue  and  white,  in  three- 
color  and  five-color  decoration,  in  famiUe-verte  and  famlUc-rose,  and 
the  black  hawthorn  and  yellow  hawthorn  also  appear.  Lacquers  and 
cameo-glass  are  not  omitted,  nor  are  stone  sculptures  and  T'ang  pot- 
teries. A  small  group  of  Chinese  album  paintings,  framed,  are  included 
in  the  collection,  as  are  some  beautiful  cut  velvets  and  other  textile 
fabrics  and  a  few  Chinese  rugs. 

The  ancient  bronzes  are  a  notable  lot  and  include  like  pieces  to 
some  in  the  famous  Eumorfopolous  collection,  London,  the  Victoria 
and  Albert  Museum  and  the  Boston  Museum.  A  rabbit  cage  is  a  nov- 
elty, sacrificial  vessels  are  inlaid  with  gold,  silver  and  malachite,  are 
inscribed,  and  exhibit  varied  patina,  and  among  the  gilt  bronzes  are  a 
pair  of  the  dogs  Fu  exquisitely  made  for  imperial  use.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  he  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  The  buyer:  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises 
between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  f<>r 
re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute.  _ 

III.  Identification  and  deposit  by  buyer:  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall 
be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required,  eacli  buyer  shall  sign  a 
card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address. 

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  tire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V.  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  goods:  Articles  nor 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  anil  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  he  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any 
other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to 
re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the 
buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses 
sustained  in  so  doing.

charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for  such  service. 

IX.  Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot  cor- 
rectly and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error, 
defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association 
of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and 
no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloging  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that 
any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become 
responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

X.  Records:  The  records  of  the  Auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases  to 
be  considered  final  and  the  highest  hid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  bv  both  buyer  and 
seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall  lie. 

XI.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  bv  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph.' or  telephone,  if  conditions  permit, 
will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  or  commission.  Anv  purchases  so  made 
will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his 
agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be 
returned  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded 
if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description. 

Orders  for  execution  bv  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  onlv  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot.  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.
